Johnson land grab' charged 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The federal 
government wants to take back choice 
land obtained by a non-profit corpora­ 
tion for a nursing home in the center of 
Austin, Tex. In what one senator has 
called a multi-million dollar “ landgrab” 
arranged by the Johnson administra­ 
tion. 
The department of Health, Education 
and Welfare said Thursday in response 
to reporters’ gueries that it demanded 
“ immediate” return of the land valued 
at several million dollars. 
It has not been returned, HEW said. 
The HEW disclosure was made aft­ 
er Sen. John J. Williams, R-Del., charg­ 
ed earlier Thursday that the White 
House helped arrange the land transfer 
during the last three months President 
Lyndon B. Johnson was in office. 
The senator said the land was given 
free to the U.S. Geriatrics Center, Inc. 
to build a new and innovative nursing 
home. 
In Austin, the chairman of the board 
that wants to build the $8.5 million 
dollar nursing home with federal money 
and free land in Austin said Thursday 


the project was “ above reproach.” 
Frank C. Erwin Jr., chairman of the 
University of Texiu* Board of Regents, 
a former 
National Democratic com­ 
mitteeman and a close political and per­ 
sonal associate ot Ji.nson, said: 
“ Sen. Williams lias seen fit to suggest, 
at 
least by 
implication, that there is 
something improper or unethical about 
this worthwhile project. This is most 
unfortunate because the project was con­ 
ceived 
with nothing but the highest mo­ 
tives and has thus far been carried on 
in a manner that is above reproach.” 
The federal property and administra­ 
tive services act gives the HEW secre­ 
tary authority to convey federal real 
property it no longerneeds for govern­ 
ment purposes to 
nonprofit education 
and public health institutions which have 
been given a certain tax exempt status 
by the Internal Revenue Service. 
HEW requested the land back after the 
IRS turned down the corporation’s ap­ 
plication for required tax exempt status. 
Williams said the corporation was per­ 
mitted to use the land and three cash 
grants from HEW as collateral for $8.5

WASHINGTON (UPI)— TheSenateFin­ 
ance Committee has agreed to give all 
70 million American taxpayers a share 
in an $8.9 billion tax cut, one of the larg­ 
est in history. Today it was decided 
how to slice the pie. 
By an 11-0 vote Thursday, the com­ 
mittee agreed on the broad outlines of 
the tax cut: 
— Rate reductions which w ill bring 
everybody’s taxes down by at least 5 
per cent, probably starting in 1971, with 
some cuts in the high brackets reaching 
up to 14 per cent. 
— A low income allowance which will 
remove 5 million poor people from the 
tax rolls and sharply cut taxes for 7 
million more who live just above the 
poverty level. 
— An increase in the standard deduc­ 
tion used by taxpayers who do not 
itemize their expenses in filling out 
their tax forms. Now 10 per cent to a 
maximum of $1,000 the committee may go 
along with the House-passed tax reform 
bill 
and boost the deduction to 15 per 
cent to the maximum of $2,000. The 
Nixon Administration recommended 12 
per cent to a $1,400 maximum. 
Unable to agree on the details, 
the 
committee left for today the task of 
deciding which taxpayers get how much 
relief. 
Under the rate reductions voted by 
the House, a married couple with two 
dependents and a taxable income of 
$10,000 would pay $958 in taxes in 
1972. 
A couple under those circumstances 
now pays $1,114. The tax reduction in 
this case 
amounts to 14 per cent. 
By the narrowest of votes— an 8-8 
tie with a majority needed for approv­ 
al—the committee rejected the approach 
urged by Sen. Albert E. Gore, D-Tenn.— 
a flat increase in the $600 standard 
deduction. 
The tie came on his plan to raise 
it to $725 in 1971 and $850 for 1972 
and subsequent years. Gore was beat­ 
en 13-3 on his first proposal, to make 
the exemption $1,000 for the taxpayer 
and each of his (dependents. This would 
have cost the government $12 billion 
a year in diminished tax collections 
“ I’ll carry the fight to the floor of 
the Senate,” Gore vowed, noting that 
“ a substantial number of senators— 
Republican senators, too” have proposed 
the $1,000 exemption.

Congress quits 
draft debate on 
lottery program

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Congress has 
abandoned President Nixon’s draft lot­ 
tery proposal In an acrid partisan fight 
between administration legislative lieu­ 
tenants and Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D- 
Mass. 
Thursday’s announcement by Senate 
Democratic Leader Mike Mansfield left 
Nixon the alternative he hoped not to 
use — a modified lottery draft. Both 
lottery proposals would limit induction 
to 19 year olds. 


The President served notice in ad­ 
vance he would impose the modified lot­ 
tery by executive order in January un­ 
less Congress gave him authority to use 
a real lottery, which he said would be 
fairer and easier to administer. Nixon 
made it one of his top priority legis­ 
lative proposals, and the House passed 
it Thursday 382 to 13. 
But before the House even voted, Mans­ 
field announced “ it is my belief that 
the President’s proposal will not be tak­ 
en up in the Senate 
this year because 
it was Impossible to achieve a consen­ 
sus.” 


Nixon promptly Issued a statement 
urging Mansfield to reconsider. “ Clearly 
this is not a matter which should be 
casually dismissed or made a political 
football,” the President said. “ Pointing 
to the future reforms which might be 
made is no excuse to make no reforms 
at all.” 
Kennedy had announced earlier in the 
day that if Nixon’s lottery proposal reach­ 
ed the Senate floor, he would push “ a 
number of amendments to make more 
sweeping changes.”

NEW YORK (UPI) — A desperate rifle- 
waving hijacker trying to reach Egypt hi­ 
jacked an $8 million Trans World A ir­ 
lines jetliner overCaliforniatoday, forc­ 
ed it to land in for refueling in Denver 
and again in New York, where a heavy 
police concentration scared him off to 
Bangor, Maine. 
The hijacker, described as “ some kind 
of nut,” allowed 39 passengers on the 
Los Angeles - San Francisco flight to dis­ 
embark at Denver, keeping only three 
crewmen 
and 
a 
hostage stewardess 
aboard. TWA said two captains — B illy 
William s and R. H. Hastings -who are 
qualified for overseas flights — pined 
the crew aboard the plane at John F. 
Kennedy Airport. 
Refueling had begun at Kenndy when 
the hijacker apparently changed his nund 
and ordered the plane to take off for 
Bangor, where there is a former m ili­ 
tary base used by airlines for emergen­ 
cy refueling. Several carloads of FB I 
agents, airport police and city police 


deployed nearby made no motion to pre­ 
vent the departure and watched as the 
jetliner took off at 12:10 p.m. EST for 
the 390-mile flight. 


Thus the hijacker eluded arrest at an 
airport where authorities could marshal 
formidable security, hut not enough to 
seize him without risk to the crew mem­ 
bers. John F. Malone, head of the F B I 
for the New York area, was at the 
scene and made the decision to let 
the Boeing 707 go. 


“ We knew the guy was sincere,” Ma­ 
lone said. 


It was learned that the identity of the 
hijacker was known to the FBI. 


A stewardess who left the plane at 
Denver said he had an “ all-American” 
look and a passenger said he appeared 
to tie “ some sort of nut.” He wore a 
m ilitary tunic, carried a survival kit of 
soup and staples, and brought the rifle 
aboard in a case hidden under his coat.

to be unveiled by Nixon

Nixon outlines his Latin American policy 
tonight and is expected to unveil a new 
program to replace the Alliance for Pro­ 
gress originated by President John F. 
Kennedy. 
Nixon will speak at 9:30 p.m. EST at 
the closing session of the Inter American 
Press 
Association convention at the 
Washington Hilton Hotel. The address 
will be carried live on television and 
radio in at least 10 Latin American na­ 
tions. It is not being carried live by the 
domestic television networks. 
White House sources have indicated 
Nixon w ill propose a program to re­ 
place the 1961-vintage Alliance for Pro­ 
gress with a new program that may 
place more emphasis on individual re­ 
sponsibility of each nation for social 
and political neighbors to the south. 
The existing-and only—official U.S. 


policy 
this century was put forth in 
March, 1933, by President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt who said the nation would be 
ojjposed thereafter to armed interven­ 
tion in Latin American affairs. This be­ 
came known as the “ Good Neighbor 
Policy.” 
Hemispheric efforts by Presidents 
Harry S. Truman and Kennedy were only 
programs built around the basic Roose­ 
velt era policy. 
Diplomatic sources indicated Nixon 
planned, in some restrained manner, to 
show is discontent over the wave of 
extreme nationalism in Latin America— 
especially as expressed in expropria­ 
tion of UJS. oil companies. 
It was also believed Nixon would re­ 
cognize that the United States has not 
always dealt fairly with Latin America 
and would tend somewhat to disassociate 
the United States from political obliga­ 
tion in the region.

Chicago riot trial centers on defendant

CHICAGO (UPI)-“ The only 
way you’re going to gag him is 
to kill him,” Abbie Hoffman 
told the judge. “ Looks that 
way, doesn’t it?” 
Hoffman made his remarks 
Thursday in the trial of eight 
men charged with conspiring to 
incite 
riots 
at 
the 
1968 
Democratic National Conven­ 
tion. 
For the second dav, Black 
Panther 
Bobby 
Seale 
was 
gagged 
and shackled, fought 
wildly with U.S. marshals and 
screamed 
epithets 
at 
U.S. 
District Court Judge Julius J. 
Hoffman. 
The trial was at a standstill 
for hours while Seale and his 
chair were carried 
in and 
carried out. In a scuffle with 
marshals, Seale and his chair 
were thrown into the process 
section. 
Seale and the other defen­ 
dants shouted that marshals 
struck him in the groin. 
Defense Attorneys exchanged 
bitter words with the prosecu­ 
tion and the judge. 
The defense did manage to 
finish 
cross-examination 
of 
police undercover agent Wil­ 
liam Frapolly, who infiltrated 
the Students for a Democratic 
Society 
and 
the 
National 
Mobilization Committee to End 


the War in Vietnam, during the 
Democratic National Conven­ 
tion. The prosecution called 
another police 
witness, 
Lt. 
Joseph H. Healy, but little was 
accomplished in trial proceed­ 
ings. 
Ever since Frapolly began his 
testimony this week, Seale has 
been vehement in his demand 
that he be allowed to cross- 
examine the witness. Seale 
contends his attorney, Charles 
R. Garry of San Francisco is ill 
and he is his own attorney. 
Judge 
Hoffman 
has 
ruled 
William 
Kunstler 
is Seale’s 
attorney. Kunstler denies this. 
Seale was first chained and 
gagged Wednesday. As he was 
carried into the courtroom 
Thursday, strapped to a wooden 
chair with a heavy gag over his 
mouth, a small voice piped 
from the back of the cour­ 
troom, “ Hi, daddy.” It was 
Seales’s son Malik, 3. 
While defense attorney Leo­ 
nard 
Weing.lii uo w&s cross- 
examining 
Frapolly, 
Seale 
scribbled a note which was 
passed to Weinglass, who told 
the judge Seale’s wrists hurt 
from the metal buckles. Hoff­ 
man excused the jury. 
While the marshals worked 
with the straps, Seale's left 
arm came loose and his gag 
came off. There was a struggle 


and his chair fell into the press 
section. 
“ Don’t hit me in m y----- 
—” he screamed. “ Look what 
they’re doing to him,” the other 
defendants yelled. Jerry Rubin 
went to Seale’s aid but was 
pushed away. 
“ The only way you’re going 
to gag him is to kill him,” 
Yippie Abbie Hoffman shouted 
at Judge Hoffman. “ Looks that 
way, doesn’t it?” 
The marshals plunged into 
the press section after Seale’s 
chair, 
sending 
chairs 
and 
reporters flying. They carried 
Seale out as he screamed at 
Hoffman, 
“ You 
-fascist 
dog. I’m glad I said the things * 
that I have said about you.” 
Kunstler 
told 
the 
judge, 
“ when are we going to stop this 
medieval torture?...this is a 
disgrace to the law. I am 
ashamed to be an American 
lawyer.” 
Hoffman told Kunstler he had 
abetted disruptive behavior by 
the defendants. “ You should be 
ashamed for the way you've 
conducted yourself.” 
U.S. Attorney Thomas Foran 
said if there was any medieval 
torture, “ It was all arrangedby 
Mr. Kunstler.” He accused the 
defense of “ gross conduct.” 
After a long argument, the 
jury 
was 
returned 
to the 


courtroom and instructed by 
Hoffman to ignore disruptive 
behavior “ in determining the 
guilt or innocense of any of the 
defendants.” Seale again made 
grunting sounds and struggled 
with his bonds. He was carried 
out again.

The highest reading was .06 
milliroentgens per hour com­

with 
a normal back­ 
ground level of .02 milliroent­ 
gens an hour. 
Three underground tests were 
conducted 
Wednesday, 
with 
only one causing any release of 
radiation.

Norris Cotton, R-N.H., 
suggested Jan. 1, 1971. 
New wording for the printed 
warning on cigarette packages 
also was left undecided until 
Wednesday. The warning now 
says: 
“Caution:

your health.” The House passed 
a new version, reading: “Warn­ 
ing: The surgeon general has 
determined 
that 
cigarette 
smoking is dangerous to your 
health 
and 
may cause lung 
cancer or other d iseases.” 
Moss said he would prefer a 
simpler 
message, 
saying: 
“Caution: cigarette smoking is 
dangerous to your health.” 
The House bill would permit 
no federal or state restrictions 
on cigarette advertising except 
the package warning. If the 
Senate and House deadlock and 
pass no bill, the FTC would be 
free to impose its warning in 
cigarette ads, and the Federal 
Communications 
Commission 
could implement its proposal to 
take the same action backed by

BOSTON (UPI)—The Massa­ 
chusetts Supreme Court has 
granted a request the public 
and press be barred from an 
inquest into the death of Mary 
Jo Kopechne. The court refused 
to grant other requests of Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy concerning 
ground rules for the inquiry. 
The full bench of the court 
Thursday broke a legal tradi­ 
tion dating to the 19th century 
in ruling that all future inquests 
in Massachusetts “ be closed to 
the public and all news media.” 
But the court denied Kenne­ 
dy’s contention inquests are 
“ accusatory” in nature, requir­ 
ing that witnesses be given all 
the safeguards of a criminal 
trial. 
The 
court 
described 
inquests as “ investigarory.” 
In its wide-ranging 17-page 
ruling, the court said inquest 
witnesses “ may be accompa­ 
nied and advised by counsel 
while in attendance or testify­ 
ing at an inquest.” The court 
left to the discretion of the 
presiding judge whether law­ 
yers would be allowed to cross- 
examine witnesses and present 
evidence as Kennedy’s attor­ 
neys had requested. 


The court set no date for the 
inquest 
but 
said 
its ruling 
“ should not hinder or delay the 
pending inquest.” The inquest, 
originally scheduled to begin 
Sept. 
3 
before 
Edgartown 
District Court Judge James A. 
Boyle, was postponed pending 
Supreme Court review of the 
ground rules. 
The court rejected Kennedy’s 
bid to disqualify Boyle from 
future proceedings. 
Kennedy, in Boston for a 
speech, said he was “ deeply 
satisfied 
that 
the 
Supreme 
Court has acted expeditiously. 
I’m hopeful that any additional 
proceedings that will be held 
will be held very soon. ” 


Massachusetts Attorney Ge­ 
neral Robert H. Quinn, who 
represented Boyle before the 
court, said the ruling generally 
supported the state's position in 
the case. “ The only variance 
was in the closed nature of the 
hearing.” 
The court, in reviewing the 


known circumstances surround­ 
ing the death of Miss Kopechne, 
a passenger in Kennedy’s car 
when it plunged into a tidal 
pond on Chappaquiddick Island 
July 
18, 
said 
“ all 
events 
relating to the accident, includ­ 
ing the scheduled inquest, have 
been given extensive coverage 
by 
the 
local, 
national 
and 
international news media.” 
“ If 
the 
proceedings 
are 
public,” the court said, “ the 
activities of the news media 
may be such as to make it 
difficult, if not impossible, for a 
long 
time 
to 
ensure 
to 
a 
defendant a fair trial in any 
criminal 
proceedings 
which 
may follow the inquest.”

'Terror' 
reign says 
Hayakawa 


SAN 
FRANCISCO 
(U PI)- 
Pre^ident S.I. Hayakawa says 
militant students have created 
a “ reign of terror” in the new 
black studies program at San 
Francisco State College. 
Students have forced teachers 
out of their classrooms and 
taken over classes for unau­ 
thorized rallies and propaganda 
sessions, Hayakawa said Thurs­ 
day. 
“ Those who have complained 
have 
been threatened. Some 
have been attacked,” he said. 
Hayakawa said the “ obvious 
course of action” would be to 
disband the department, but he 
said he would not consider such 
a drastic step without giving 
the department another chance. 
Dr. Nathan Hare and a group 
of black faculty members said 
Wednesday they would run the 
black studies program despite 
any actions to the contrary by 
Hayakawa. 
Hare, a 34-year-oJd Ph.D. in 
sociology who was ousted last 
June as 
head of the black 
studies program by Hayakawa, 
referred to the college pres­ 
ident 
as 
a 
“ puppet” 
and 
“ nothing at all.” 
Hare said that despite his 
ouster he would play whatever 
role 
in 
the 
black 
studies 
p r o g r a m 
that the Black 
Students Union wanted him to. 
The BSU said in its newspa­ 
per 
it 
was 
determined to 
control 
the 
course 
content 
through teacher assistants it 
would choose. 
Hare 
said he wanted the 
program 
“ committed to the 
intellectual and emotional needs 
of black students” and accused 
Hayakawa of “ sabotaging the 
department.” 
But 
Hayakawa 
said 
the 
department was “ in serious 
trouble” because of internal 
dissension. 
“ The situation briefly is that 
a 
small 
clique, 
organized 
around revolutionary ideology, 
is attempting to seize control,” 
he said. 
Hayakawa 
did 
not 
give 
specific instances of threats 
and physical intimidation be­ 
cause he said the victims were 
unwilling to testify for fear of 
reprisal. 
But he said, “ Both teachers 
and students are being threa­ 
tened with violence if they do 
not permit the revolutionaries 
complete 
control over 
the 
program ” 
He said the situation “ cannot 
continue” and added that the 
administration and faculty “ are 
working now on steps to protect 
the department.” He did not 
say what the steps were.

homes on the outskirts of this 
San Fernando Valley communi­ 
ty about 20 miles north of Los 
Angeles. 
Massed men and equipment 
beat back the flames at the 
edges of suburban streets as 
nearly 500 residents of the area 
evacuated their homes. Fifteen

was heavy. By October, the 
brush was tinder-dry. 
The fire erupted Wednesday 
morning near a freeway rest 
area and a combination of high

A second fire near Santa

erupted in the morning and was 
contained after blackening 300 
acres.

(NE A )—For a n a t i o n in­ 
creasingly conscious of the 
effects of technology on its 
natural environment, what 
lessons can be learned from 
the Santa Barbara oil disas­ 
ter of 1969? 


Government and industry 
geologists knew that the well 
which caused all the trouble 
would i n t e r s e c t crustal 
faults, but to the best of 
their knowledge and experi­ 
ence did not believe that this 
constituted any danger. 


What happened at Santa 
Barbara should at least have 
taught us that in the future, 
whether it is a matter of 
drilling 
an 
offshore 
well, 
building a dam, constructing 
a road through a forest—any 
large-scale interference by 
man with the natural order 
of things—what could hap­ 
pen must be c o n s i d e r e d 
probable of happening, and 
every step taken to insure 
that it does not happen. 
Another lesson is that a 
short-lived, sky - is - falling- 
down reaction to a catastro­ 
phe like the Santa Barbara 
oil spill solves nothing. It is 
not the spectacular accident 
but the steady, day-in, day- 
out deterioration of the en­ 
vironment that demands our 
continuous concern. 
It may be that, as Sen. 
Alan Cranston of California 
says, “ We cannot reasonably 
expect that people who profit 
from a program will give 
adequate consideration to the 
possible environmental dan­ 
gers of the program.” 
But neither is any con­ 
structive purpose served by 
characterizing them as dol­ 
lar-lusting predators looting 
the nation’s resources and 
despoiling its landscapes, as 
did letter writers who filled 
18 pages of the Santa B ar­ 
bara News-Press. 
Oil men, especially those 
involved with actual drilling 
operations, resent being cast 
in the role of villains. 


“ This is our home, too,” 
says Don Craggs, offshore 
o p e r a t i o n s manager for 
Union Oil. “ We live in Santa 
B a r b a r a , or Goleta, 
or 
Carpenteria, or Ventura. We 
care about birds and about 
clean beaches.” 
Another 
form 
of “ over­ 
kill” is the wild type of 
statements f r o m otherwise 
responsible scientists. 


For example, the nation 
was witnessing “ the creation 
of a dead sea” at Santa B a r­ 
bara, intoned marine biolo­ 
gist Carl Hubbs. 


Unfortunately, the f a c t s 
seldom catch up with the 
emotions aroused by a disas­ 
ter like the oil spill. Few 
people are aware of the In­ 
terior Department’s report 
on the famous seals of San 
Miguel Island, which were 
not h a r m e d . A scientific 
party from the University of

Crown jewels dazzle 
group on Russian tour 


MOSCOW (UPI)—The revolu­ 
tion came, the monarchy fell, 
but the crown jewels somehow 
survived the uprising of 1917 
that 
changed 
the course of 
world history. 
There the jewels are today, a 
dazzling array of diamonds, 
emeralds and other precious 
stones worn by the czars and 
czarinas, and even their horses, 
sequestered inside the walls of 
the Kremlin. 
To view them is to decide 
that Richard Burton’s little old 
$1 million-plus for one bauble 
for Elizabeth Taylor is nothing 
compared with what Catherine 
the 
Great 
had run up for her 
coronation The priceless collec­ 
tion is enough to make even a 
Queen Elizabeth n envious. 
I can’t show you photographs 
of 
the 
crown 
jewels; 
no 
cameras are permitted inside 
the huge, vault-like area where 
they are on 
display 
to a 
selected few, Soviet guards are 
taking no chances of anyone 
secreting even one little pear- 
shaped 
diamond 
from 
the 
diadem of one of the czarina’s 
offspring. 


But a group of U.S. women 
on an unofficial and informal 
tour of East Europe, primarily 
to 
meet and 
talk with our 
counterparts, had a guided tour

Petrograd (now 
Leningrad), shipped them to 
less vulnerable Moscow and 
counter-revolutionaires did not 
have time to capture them. 
In 
World War n, as the 
Germans 
invaded the USSR, 
the jewels were moved from 
the Kremlin to a remote part of 
Siberia. 
By decree issued in 1922, 
Vladimir 
Lenin 
made 
the 
jewels all property of the state. 
What a nice chunk of property, 
owned by 239 million people!

Casey is not a dabbler in 
these fields, it seems, not like 
the growing number of athletes 
who take advantage of their 
sports game to make a wedge 
for themselves in other fields.

They have a 
lot of question marks in their 
eyeballs.

subjects come

Tuesday voters will go to the polls in 
three divisions of Santa Ynez River 
Water Conservation District to choose 
between three incumbents and three chal­ 
lengers. 


The election will be held in Divisions 
1, 4 and 5. Division 1 comprises the 
northwesterly 
portion of the City of 
Lompoc and the area westerly includ­ 
ing that portion of Vandenberg Village 
located south of Lompoc-CasmaliaRoad. 


Division 4 runs north and south of 
Highway 246 from Drum Canyon on the 
west, easterly to include the eastern 
fringe of Buellton. 


Division 5 runs from Buellton to the 
eastern boundary of the water district 
at the juncture of Highway 154 and the 
Santa Ynez River. 


The election pits C. Richard Henning, 
incumbent, against challenger Gary J. 
Dunlap in Division 1; William Laranjo, 
incumbent, 
against challenger Alfred 
B. (Burt) Jory in Division 4; and Andrew 


The term of office is for four vears. 
There are 2,798 registered voters in 
Division 1; 344 in Division 4; and 2,597 
in Division 5. 


It is one of the few times in the 30- 
year 
history 
of the water district 
that incumbent candidates 
have been 
challenged for reelection. 


Key issues in the campaign are the 
proposed Lompoc Dam and Reservoir, 
and flood control. The Bureau of Recla­ 
mation has proposed the construction of 
a 
425,000 acre feet water conserva­ 
tion 
facility at the Santa Ynez River 
Narrows about three miles southeast of 
Lompoc. Bureau engineers and experts 
in other governmental 
agencies 
say 
the facility will end the disastrous floods 
such as those that devasted West Lom­ 
poc Valley last winter and also provide 
supplemental municipal and industrial 
water.

1) I believe the Lompoc Project pro­ 
vides the only practical answer to three 
very real problems and needs of the 
Lompoc Valley. 
Those problems and 
needs are: Flood control; water short­ 
age; and recreational development and 
facilities. Other 
proposals have been 
put forward which might answer any one 
of these needs but only the Lompoc Pro>- 
ect satisfies all of them on a reasona­ 
ble and feasible basis. 
2) Upstream flood control dangers do 
exist and their existence and treatment 
have no bearing on the Dam except to 
make its construction even more neces­ 
sary. Presently, the Federal Reclama­ 
tion Bureau at the request of the County 
Water Agency is making a study of pos­ 
sible answers to this critical problem. 
It appears that some means of inter­ 
working the Cachuma and Lompoc Dams 
will be possible to control water flow- 
age below Cachuma and above the Lom­ 
poc Project. 
3) The City of Lompoc has supported 
the Project concept since its inception. 
It has submitted its willingness and de­ 
sire to take on the responsibility. And 
I believe it can and will enthusiastical­ 
ly promote the recreational aspects of 
the project better 
than any other gov­ 
ernment entity. If the City does take 
on this responsibility, I believe there is 
a greater likelihood that jobs which will 
be available from and through the Proj­ 
ect will go to persons living in our com­ 
munity. 
4) Naturally, I am very much in favor 
of maintaining the “ live-stream” agree­ 
ment. But most of us now realize that 
agreement is virtually dead right now. 
With the development of the Lompoc 
Project a new agreement with down­ 
stream users should be negotiated to 
protect their vested water rights. 
If I 
am elected, I will work toward this goal, 
and with the Project I believe these 
rights can and will be better served. 
5) The controls are not only benefi­ 
cial to all water users but are an ab­ 
solute necessity. One proposal in par­ 
ticular of the Board is truly enlightened; 
and that is for the over-all regional de­ 
velopment of a cooperative program 
for the entire Santa Ynez River. The 
time is long past when upstream com­ 
munity 
can ignore pollution of down­ 
stream waters for its own economic welL 
being. Each upstream community must 
find 
alternative means of disposing 
of its sewage than putting it back into 
downstream waters, if we are to main­ 
tain the integrity of the entire state’s 
fresh water stream s.

1) Facts occurring since the USBR’s 
report indicate that such a project should 
be built 
as a 
supplemental 
water 
supply 
source after the Lompoc area 
has fully utilized its inexpensive under­ 
ground supply and has 
exhausted its 
state entitlement. These facts 
include 
1) essential delivery of state water to 
the county by 1976 
rather than 1981; 
2) the 1969 decision augmenting Lom­ 
poc’s cheap river water supply; 3) the 
full recovery of our ground water basin 
this year; and 4) the cancellation of 
the MOL program. 
2) Flood control should be built into 
Cachuma immediately to give protection 
to the upstream as well as the Lompoc 
area. 


3) Recreational 
aspects of the Lom­ 
poc Project should be the responsibili­ 
ty of County Parks Dept. 
4) Continuation of adequate or “ live 
stream ” 
releases 
from Cachuma is 
the single most important function of the 
District. Such releases 
insure our 
area against excessive exportation of 
water to the South Coast. 


5) TTie water quality policies for the 
river must be studied 
in detail. 
Im­ 
provement of water quality and protec­ 
tion against pollution are essential goals 
— but alternative methods must be close­ 
ly analyzed due to the potential costs 
involved. 


6) There should be a county wide fi­ 
nancial contribution to the Lompoc proj­ 
ect in line with that now provided Ca­ 
chuma and Twitchell. 


7) I would give favorable considera­ 
tion to relocating the district office in 
the Lompoc area, but more important 
I believe 
more of the district meet­ 
ings should be held in Lompoc.

6) Since the entire County will be bene­ 
fited by the Project, it should contri­ 
bute to the annual operation of the 
Dam. (Xir valley is an integral part of 
the County, and the County owes the 
same responsibility to the Project and 
to its north county citizens that we, as 
residents of the County owe to worth­ 
while south county projects. Our Lom­ 
poc Project will be larger, and at least 
as vital as either Twitchell or Cachuma 
Dams; and the County should recognize 
and support this fact. 
7) Because there is a headquarters 
building owned by the Board in Santa 
Ynez, this question is difficult to answer. 
But, if that property can be sold at a 
fair price, and a fair acquisition price 
for land in the Lompoc area made, the 
matter should be considered. 
Lompoc 
has a majority of the population of the 
District, and a majority of the directors. 
I favor the location of a permanent Board 
site somewhere 
between Buellton and 
Lompoc, possibly on the Project Park 
site itself.

The Feather 
River Water Project is designed to and 
will meet the water needs of the entire 
county for years to come. We will pay 
for the water whether we use it or not. 
Save the Lompoc Project for when we run 
out of water. • 


2) Flood control planning should cov­ 
er the whole river with some additional 
capacity at or above Cachuma. This is 
now being studied. 


3) The responsibility of recreation 
should go to whoever thinks they can af­ 
ford it. Given the financial risks and 
the need for experience I would expect 
the County Parks Department with its 
background at Cachuma would make the 
most sense. 


4) On the Live Stream agreement if 
we don’t have experienced leadership 
on the board we will almost certainly 
lose the Live Stream battle with 
the 
federal government. This is really the 
only issue on which we cannot afford a 
compromise. The whole district’s eco­ 
nomic 
future is at stake. We are ahead 
now and I hope to God we can stay 
ahead. 


5) Concerning the standards of the 
State Water Pollution Board the whole 
subject needs study to determine the 
costs and results.

Such a project is probably essen­ 
tial when the service area needs the 
water. It is shortsighted to take a good 
project and make it bad by building it be­ 
fore you need it. It doesn’t make any 
sense to quit pumping $5 water and start 
buying $100 water to justify premature 
construction of the project. 


2) Upstream protection is essential. 
The damage above as well as below 
Lompoc was extensive this year. We 
must be planning upstream flood con­ 
trol capacity so that Lompoc Project 
facilities can be redesigned to augment 
rather than duplicate this protection. 


3) The adverse tax consequences to 
whatever entity assumes responsibility 
may be substantial. 
Consequently 
I 
would oppose our District’s assumption 
of those duties. The County has a better 
tax base. If the citizens of the City of 
Lompoc feel that they can afford the 
risk, I would not oppose them. 


4) Live Stream releases no longer 
depend on “agreement.” When the Fed­ 
eral Government failed to agree, our 
District successfully 
prevailed on the 
State Water Rights Board to require 
increasing Live Stream releases. We 
must retain experienced leadership on 
the Board as we can not afford to lose 
in the future. 


5) We must plan to improve under­ 
ground reservoir 
water quality. The 
importation of high quality State Proj­ 
ect water will help. 
In the meantime 
the establishment of realistic standards 
is in order. 


6) Of course, I don’t know of anyone 
who doesn’t. 


7) Apart from the cost, that is not a 
half baud idea. 
Unfortunately, Solvang 
and Buellton are interested too.

For nearly the past 30 years, elections concerning the Santa 
Ynez River Water Conservation District have gone practically 
unnoticed. Very few challenges have occurred for positions 
on the board of directors of tiie district. For example, the pres­ 
ent chairman of the board has never had a challenger in more 
than 20 years. 
But Tuesday. November 
4. it is a different election story 
and properly so. Three seats on the board are up for re-elec­ 
tion and each incumbent has a challenger. 
The overriding issue in this election 
is certainly proper 
river water conservation. The three incumbents seeking re- 
election are on record that potential conservation of the Santa 
Ynez River water, through the construction of a Lompoc Nar­ 
rows dam and reservoir, is not proper at this time and that 
the importation of State water should take precedent over 
any local river water conservation. 
This stand by the incumbents has been taken despite the fact 
that th^ U.S. Government has expended, along with our County, 
more than $400,000 and years of study to determine that the 
Lompoc dam and reservoir project is feasible and that both 
the dam and the importation of State water will be needed for 
our future water requirements. 
We wholeheartedly endorse Attorney Gary J. Dunlap for the 
office of Division 1. This division covers a large part of our 
community and portions of Vandenberg Village. Mr. Dunlap 
is a young attorney who has quickly grasped the significance 
of our water needs for future growth. He recognizes the ser­ 
iousness of water needs not only for our agricultural inter­ 
ests, but, more importantly, for the large urban development 
of our 
Valley and for the national military interests exem­ 
plified by Vandenberg Air Force Base. His opponent, Mr. C.

self-interest, 
agriculture,

come to the city from 
business 
license 
taxes could be 
cut 
in half. 
This is not as startling as it may 
seem at first and perhaps is really 
nothing to get too concerned about. 
Present business license tax revenue 
is around $44,000— compared to a city 
budget of over $4 million. 
As City 
Finance Director Marvin 
Loney has pointed out, any decreases 
in revenue from business licenses is 
actually small enough, compared to the 
overall budget, that it might not be 
too difficult for the council to eliminate 
a few expenditures to even up the led­ 
ger. 
But these councilmen have another 
suggestion which should be given care­ 
ful consideration. They have proposed 
postponing study of the business license 
amendments. 
Councilman Brooks Speight wants at 


least a year postponement on the grounds 
that perhaps more inequities have been 
created by the proposal than have been 
cured by it. 
Councilman Art Scott offers the bet­ 
ter suggestion— if indeed a postpone­ 
ment is warranted. He asked for an in­ 
definite postponement, whether it be two 
weeks or a year, to see how reported 
cut backs in military and civilian per­ 
sonnel at Vandenberg Air Force Base 
will 
affect the economy of Lompoc. 
Scott says he basically favors the 
proposed ordinance but— if Lompoc 
economy is adversely affected to a 
great degree he would be in favor of 
lowering the proposed tax minimum of 
$30 to $20 to help the small business­ 
man. 
His intentions without a doubt are 
commendable, but it may be that he 
is mistaken in his application of them. 
It appears much more probable that 
by waiting on the 
proposed license 
changes the small businessmen will 
be hurt. 
The intent of the business license 
study was to correct inequities. If we 
are to believe the Business License 
Committee, which has been working on 
the ordinance for the two years, it ap­ 
pears most of the inequities were among 
the small businessmen, who have been 
paying a higher flat rate tax then they 
would pay on the proposed gross re­ 
ceipts method of taxing. 
Whether or not the economy drops 
because of VAFB cut backs, many of 


the small businessmen would still pay 
less than before and the others would 
pay an increase amounting to no more 
than $5 a year. 
Whereas, to postpone study, and cons­ 
equently action, on the business license 
ordinance at this time would force the 
old one to be in affect yet another 
year and the small businessman will 
pay the same high rate another year in 
addition to suffering a decrease 
in 
economy, if there is a decrease. 
If a lower minimum is in order, 
whether 
or not sufficient revenue is 
raised, then so be it. 
But it only stands to reason that an 
ordinance that would be more equit­ 
able 
during 
periods 
of economic 
affluence would also be more equitable 
during economic depressions.

Talks look brighter 


WASHINGTON 
— Curtain 
going up. 
After delays of nearly a year for which 
both sides must share the blame there is 
hope in the start of the strategic arms 
limitation talks (SALT). 
How far the 
curtain will go up and what the drama 
wil resolve no one at this point can pre­ 
dict. 
The two super powers have been blind­ 
folded 
giants grappling in the dark. At 
the very least the talks at Helsinki 
should shed 
light on the critical X in 
the nuclear equation. 
That 
is 
the stage 
of 
development 
on 
each side of the di­ 
vide of new weapons 
impossible to bring 
under any acceptable 
form 
of 
monitored 
/ 
control. The multiple 
m 
independently 
tar- 
W 
geted 
re-entry vehi­ 
cle (MIRV) 
- 
the 
many-headed 
missile — is the weapon 
on the upward spiral that seems to defy 
inspection and control. Once from three 
to 10 warheads are in place only a man 
on a stepladder with a screw driver 
could penetrate this secret. 
From both Moscow and Washington 
come reports that MIRV and the Soviet 
multiple re-entry 
vehicle, 
not 
tar­ 
geted, have gone 
so 
far that tests 
are nearly completed and deployment is 
at hand. The military and the technicians 
argue that this is an inevitable develop­ 
ment that cannot be stopped. Incidental­ 
ly, 
inspired reports lead by sources 
fearful that any arms agreement is bound 
to handicap 
the home team will be a 
hazard during the talks. 
Following the lead given by Secre­ 
tary of State William P. Rogers, the head 
of the American delegation at Helsin­ 
ki, 
Gerard C. Smith, director of the 
Arms 
Control and Disarmament Agen­ 
cy, intends to tackle MIRV at the earli­ 
est possible moment. While the Hel­ 
sinki 
meeting is billed as a “ prelimi­ 
nary discussion,” Smith means to raise 
the status of MIRV in the first stage. 
He has done yeoman work in putting 
together 
at least a tentative American 
negotiating position. That has been far 
from easy. The pulling and hauling from 
every direction made it seem at times 
impossible to settle on an agreed strand 
such as was achieved in August, 1968, 
before the Soviet invasion of Czechos­ 
lovakia killed that opportunity. 
A man of quiet determination 
and 
long experience in diplomacy, Smith 
should have a chance at least to explore 
this new opening without too many ki­ 
bitzers breathing down his neck. For­ 
tunately, 
a member of the delegation 
will be Llewellyn 
Thompson, who has 
twice 
served as ambassador to Mos­ 
cow. With his comprehensive knowledge 
and background Thompson has retained 
a notable detachment 
without 
a con­ 
spicuous anti or pro bias. This makes 
his counsel invaluable. 
In an open 
society 
such as ours, 
contrasting so sharply with the closed, 
glacial world of the Soviet Union, pres­ 
sures for results out of the SALT talks 
are certain to grow. Sen. Edward Brooke 
R., Mass., has f>een assured the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee will take 
up his resolution 
calling for a halt 
to MIRV testing by both powers. Sec­ 
retary 
Rogers is said to feel that the 
Brooke resolution can be helpful in dem­ 
onstrating 
the strong desire in this 
country for a pause 
in the arms race 
and perhaps eventually a pull-back from 
the brink. 
The 
resolution 
has 42 co-sponsors. 
Brooke believes that if and when it is 
reported out of committee it will get an 
overwhelming 
vote in the Senate. The 
opposition will immediately say that, 
even if the Soviets agree, there can be 
no assurance they will not cheat 
and 
secretly test. That familiar cry between 
cynicism 
and despair is raised at ev­ 
ery arms negotiations, however minor. 
Sen. Edmund Muskie, D., Maine, was 
caught somewhat off base with his call 
for a unilateral 
end to MIRV testing, 
in the guessing game over Soviet inten­ 
tions no one had expected the favorable 
response of the past weekend to come 
when it did. Muskie will now go along 
with 
the 
Brooke resolution. In the 
lethal chess game about to begin a uni­ 
lateral 
stop would be interpreted as 
giving away at the outset a vital piece. 
The importance of the talks —at least 


their potential 
importance 
— cannot 
be exaggerated. 
Measured by the ac- 
celebration of the race, the breathless 
pace of technology 
in the perfection of 
new and more ultimate weapons, it is a 
last chance. 
Those who will direct the negotiation 
talk of possible progress in months and 
even years. We are by temperament an 
impatient people, 
and the tendency as 
time passes will be to dismiss the exer­ 
cise as futile. This is in contrast with 
the 
adversary who calculates not in 
terms of months 
or years but of de­ 


cades. 
To this observer 
it seems 
supremely important to stay the course 
so long as there is any hope whatsoever 
in the final outcome. 
It could be no more than a game 
of feint and flourish 
intended to ap­ 
pease for a time the profound longing 
for a stop on the road to Armageddon. 
That unavoidable 
risk 
must be set 
against the failure to try for even the 
smallest step.
